No. 82-Pres./63.— The President ia pleased to award the 
President’s Police and Fire Services Medal for gallantry to 
the undermentioned officer of the Madhya Pradesh Police:—

Shrl Sajjan Singh, 

Company Second-in-Command, “B’’ Company, 

12th Battalion, Madhya Pradesh Armed Police 
Force (on deputation to Nagaland). 

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the evening of the 3rd May 1962, Information was 
received that about ten armed Naga hostiles were camping 
in the vicinity of KUlingmen Village in the heart of a dense 
forest, Shri Sajjan Singh, Company Second- jn- Comm and, 
with a Platoon Commander and twenty-five Other Ranks was 
detailed to raid the hostile camp. The Police party left 
their camp at Changtongla under cover of darkness to avoid 
their movements being noticed by pro-hostile elements and 
after a difficult trek of twelve miles arrived within striking 
distance of the Naga hideout just before daybreak on the 
4 th. 

Realising the difficulty of successfully raiding the tactically 
advantageous position of the Naga hostiles once dawn broke 
Shri Sajjan Singh decided to attack at once. He divided hin 
force into three parties of barely a section each. Two parties 
“were sent to cover the hostile catnp from the right and left 
flanks, while Shrl Sajjan Singh himself led a section in a 
frontal attack. It has reached within a hundred yards of 
the position when a Naga sentry opened fire with his sten 
gun on the police party. Shri Sajjan Singh undaunted led 
his men in a charge on the hostile camp returning the hostile 
fire as they attacked. Shri Sajjan Singh threw two mortar 
bombs— one on the sentry post and the other on the camp— 
killing two hostiles and wounding others. The suddenness 
of the assault unnerved the hostiles who fled leaving behind 
their belongings and weapons. Shri Sajjan Singh pursued 
them and inflicted further casualties before they escaped Into 
the thick jungle. 

In this action, which is one of several In which Shri Sajjan 
Singh has taken a prominent part against Naga hostiles, he 
showed conspicuous courage, determination and lea dens hip 
of a very high order,

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the 28th March 1962 a devastating fire broke out at 
Parang Village five miles north of Angul Town in Dhen- 
kanal District, On receiving telegraphic intimation of this 
fire. Shri Amarendra Kumar Patra, who had just returned 
to Dhenkanal after a fire fighting operation lasting neatly 
twenty hours, immediately rushed with a contingent of fire- 
men to Parang, a distance of fifty-two miles, and commenced 
fighting the fire. 

Heating that a woman was trapped inside a house, Shrl 
Patra directed his firemen to spray water pn the sides of the 
house but not on the roof because of the danger of its collap- 
sing and himself entered the dwelling to rescue the woman. 
The intense heat and smoke however forced Shri Patra out of 
the house. After having his clothes sprayed with water Shri 
Patra again entered the house and groping his way in the 
thick smoke and intense heat found the woman in an inner 


room. He managed to carry her to the entrance but finding 
that he was being overcome by the fumes, shouted for help. 
Leading Firemen P. Tarai and Fireman Kumar Rarik went 
to his aid and with their help Shri Patra was able to bring 
the woman out of the house. He then drove her himself in 
a jeep to the Angul Hospital and by his timely help her life 
was saved. 

In this incident, Shri Patra displayed great presence of 
mind in the face of grave danger to his o^vn life,

No, 21-2:1 /G2/RR.— The Government of India had decided 
in the past to allow the concession of provisional payment 
to displaced persons in respect of Post Office Savings Bank 
Accounts and Postal Certificates, claims whereof were regis- 
tered at any Indian Post Office before the prescribed time 
limits, in anticipation of verification by Pakistan. 

2. As a large number of people could not or did not 
register their claims within these prescribed dates, the Govt, 
had extended the period of registration for six months i\e. 

CLiims registered during thfc 
period were however not allowed the above concession but 
payment allowed only on verification by Pakistan. Due to 
the abnormal delay in the verification of a large number of 
these claims by Pakistan, Lhc Govt, of India have had under 
consideration for some time past the question of extension 
of the same concession to the claims registered during May- 
Nov. ? 1958 period. In order to mitigate further hardship to 
the displaced claimants; the Govt, is now pleased to decide 
LhaL these claims may also be paid pending verification by 
Pakistan on c xt ‘<uiion of the bond of Indemnity with two 
solvent sureties provided the claimants arc in possession of the 
original Pass Books or Postal Certificates as the case may be 
and other conditions as stipulated In the Govt, of Indl* 
(Deptt. Communications) Resolution No. 20-5/55/RR, dated 
15-7-57 are satisfied. 

3. Similarly in respect of Security Deposit Savings Bank 
accounts and Postal Certificates hypothecated as Security 
there has been abnormal delay in the verification of claims by 
Pakistan although the Securities have been duly released 
In the pledgees in Pakistan. The Govt, is also pleased to 
allow provisional payment in respect of these Security DeposiL 
claims provided the claimants produce the release orders, the 
claims were /are registered within G months from the (late ot 
the release order or within 3 months of the date of despatch 
of the release order whichever is later, and they are in po- 
ssession of the original documents, 

1. In cases where the depositors or inveatore do not posses* 
(heir original documents their claims will be adjudicated by 
Lhc <zd hoc cotnmiUec already constituted for tne purpose. 
Such persons shall apply in writing whh necessary evidence 
to the Postmasters of offices where their claims stand regis* 
tered specifically requesting them to have their claims adjudi- 
cated by the afbresaid committee. 

Order 

Ordered that a copy of the Resolution be communicated 
to all the Stale Governments, Ministries of the Govt, of India, 
Prime Minister’s Scctt. and the Private 8c Military Secretaries 
to the President.
